1. Short title and extent. — (7) This Act ma\ be calVd the Nawab Salar 
Jung Bahadur (Administration of Assets) Act, i960.

2. Definitions. — Jn (hie Act, unless the context otherwise renuircs, — 

(a) “assets” means all the items of property of the Nawab specified 
in the Schedule, and includes any other item of pioperty added to the 
Schedule by notification under section 7; 

(/i) "Committee” means the Balin' Jung Eslato Committee appointed 
for the purpose of administering the estate ot the Nawab under the Salar 
Jung Estate (Administration) Regulation (No. XXXIV of 1B58F) of 
Hydeuihad ; 

(c) “the Nawab” means Nawab Salar dung Bahadur of Ilydeiabad who 
died on the 2nd day of March, 1949; and 

(d) “Schedule” means th( Schedule to this Act. 

3. Vesting of assets in Committee.- — All the assets of the Nawab shall vest 
in the Committee and shall be administer* d by the Committee subject to the 
control of the Central Government. 

4. Powers of the Committee. — (1) Subject to any rules that may be made 

in th'R Iv'half, the Commbtoe inai J nlre 1 ueh measures ur it considers necessary, 
or oxp client for the purposes of administering and managing the assets which 
have nested in it and m.iv for rinv such |nnpose, do all acts And incur all 
expenditn.t necessary or incidental thereto. 

(?) Without prejudice to the generalitv of the powers given to it by 
section (_/) the Committee may for any of the purposes aforesaid, — , 

(a) operate on any account standing in the name of the Nawab id any 
banking company;

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(b) take suoh action an may bo necessary for the recovery of any debt 
due to tire Nawab; 

(e) transfer in any manner whatsoever the assets or Kity part thereol , 

(d) invest or re-in vest any assets in such security as the Committee 
tua\ think fit, 

(3) The Committee may, for the more convenient exercise of jiij of it= 
poweis, autliorsc, by resolution, ain of its members (o act on behalf of the 
Committee in respect of suoh matters as may be specified. 

5- Payment to Committee to be valid discharge. — (I) Any payment mad' 
tc the Committee in the disebargt of any obligation in ralution to any asset 
shall be a full and valid discharge to (he person ranking the payment fiom all 
liability in respect thereof. 

(<?) Any payment made otherwise than in accordance with Hub-section 
(7 ) shall not be deemed to discharge the person paymg it fiom his obligation to 
make the payment and shall not affect the right of the Committee to enforce 
such obi gution against that person. 

6. Transfers otherwise than by Committee or without its consent void.— 

(1) Any transfer or other disposition of any asaot made by any person after the 
2nd day of March, 1949, and before the 12th day of November, 1949, shrill 
be void and shall be deemed always to liavo been void unless confirmed by the 
Committee. 

(3) Any transfer or other disposition of any asset purporting to be made 
by anv person other than the Committee after the 12th day of Noverabei 
1949, shall be void and of no effect, and, notwithstanding anything contained 
in any law for the time being in force, the asset shall be det med to he an 1 
always tr have been vested in the Committee. 

7. Power to add to Schedule. — The Central Government may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, add to the items of properly in the Schedule any other 
item which in its opinion represents property belonging to the Nawab, and or 
the. issue of buch notification, any property ho added, shall be deemed always 
to huve been included in the Sehedu'o for the purposes of this Act 

8. Bar ot jurisdiction.— No suit or other legal pioceeiling for the enforce- 
ment of any right or remedy in lespcet of any asset shall be instituted m an' 
court by any person other than the Committee save with the previous consent 
of the Central Government 

9. Protection of action taken in good fa'th. — No suit, prosecution or other 
lego^pioceedmg shall lie against Ihe Comm'ttee for anything which is m good 
faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act. 

10. Power to make rules. — The Contra! Government may, by notification 
in the Oflh ini Gazette, make rules to carry out the purposes ot this Act 
and, in particular, for the effective exeieiso of the powers vested in the Oom- 
mittoc under •■his Act 

, 11. Bepeal of Ordinance XXIX of 1949. — (1) The Nawab Salur Jung 
Bahadur (Administration of Assets) Ordinance, 1949 (XXIX of 1949), is hereto 
repealed 

(■„ ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken in the 
exere se of any power conferred by or under the said Ordinance shall be deemed 
to have been done or taken in the exercise ol the powers conferred by or uiubr 
this Act, as if this Act were in force on the day on which such thing was done 
or action was taken.

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STATEMENT 0E OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Nawab Sftlar Jung Bahadur (Administration of Assets) Ordinance, 
1949, was issued on the 12th November, 1949 to empower the Ralar Jung Estate 
Cprereittee constituted by the Hyderabad Government to administer effectively 
the properties of the ale Nawab outside iho State, pending a decision on the ques- 
tion of succession to tbe Estate. A decision on this point will take some time 
and ii is necessary that in the meantime the Salar Jung Estate Committee 
should continue to exercise tbe powers conferred on it by the Ordinance of 
1949. Tbe Bill incorporates the provisions of the Ordinance with necpssarv 
changes.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Tin’s Bill is one of those periodical measures by which enactments which have 
ceased to be in force or the retention whereof as separate Acta is unnecessary 
are repealed or by which formal errors detected in enactments aro corrected, The 
notes which follow explain the circumstances underlying the items of tho Bill. 

Clause 4 of the Bill contains the precautionary provisions which it is usual to 
include in Bills of this kind.

Notes on Clauses 

Clause 2, the First Sfhtdnlc . — The Acts and Ordinances which are specified in 
the First Rohodule are either spent or contain provisions of a purely amending nature 
which, by virtue of section 6A of the General Glauses Act, 1897, can now be removed 
from the Statute-book. 

Clause. 3, the Second Schedule, — The Indian Penal Code. - -The definition of 
“bank note” in tho Explanation to section 480A should also apply to section 489E, 
which was inserted by Act VJ of 1943. Hence the amendment. 

The Press and Registration of Scols Ad, JS67 . — The Press Law Repeal and 
Amendment Act, 1922 (XIV of 1922) changed tho words “periodicals 
containing news” to “newspaiiers” in the Ptoss and Registration ol Boobs Act* 
1867. The present amendment makes a similar change in the preamble to this Art 1 
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The, Indian Arms Act, 1878 . — The third paragraph of section ]4 of the Indian 
Arms Act, 1878, as originally enacted, provided for the deposit of firearms, eto., 
but it was ropcalod by Act XII of 1891. The reference to soetion 14 in clause (i) 
•of section 19 is therefore no longer relevant and is being omitted. 

The Amending Act, 1897 . — The Sylhot Act, 1874, was repealed by tho Bengal 
and Assam Laws Act, 1995 (VII of 1995). Hence the omission of tho entry relating 
to theS/lhet Act from tho Amending Act, 1897. 

The Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 . — This amendment corrects a clerical 
error which had cropt, into clause (17) of section 3 of tho Criminal Law (Removal of 
Racial Discriminations) Act, 1949, by which tlio second column in Schedule II to 
that Code was amended by tho omission of certain words, 

The Indian Ports Act, 1908 . — The expression “any port within the territories 
administered by the Governor of Fort Saint Goorge in Council” includes all the 
ports in the State of ill idras and also the ports in the district of Ganjam which is 
now in tho State of Oiissa. Hence, at tho suggestion of tho Government of Orissa, 
tho expression is now being changed as proposed in the Bill. 

The Commercial Documents Evidence Act, 19V ). — The referenoc to “British 
India Load Line Certificate” in tho Schedule is no longer appropriate and is being 
altered to "Indian Load Lino Certificate” as in Ihe Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 
1923 . 

The Industrial Disputes Act, 1917. -Tho word “may” which was inadvertently 
omitted by nn ourlior Act is being restored. 

The Displaced Persons (Legal Proceedings) Act, 1949 . — The reference to “Orde r 
XXI of the Code of Civil Procedure” is being made more precise. 

The Railway Protection Art, 1886 ■ — The extent clause is being amonded so as 
to make it clear that tho Act applies to the whole of tho State of Madras, including 
the merged territories, one of v, h ieh , namely. Pudukkottai, is being servod by a 
railway.
